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The 1959 Prospects for U.K. 
Exhibitions Are Good 


958 WAS A RECORD YEAR for exhibitions and trade fairs. Attendance figures were up in almost 
| every case. Olympia and Earls Court, the two main Exhibition Halls, were booked throughout 

the year, and before the Old Year had drawn to its close the now numerous organizers of these 
great industrial displays were already hard at work planning the exhibitions and trade fairs of 1959. 

The public appetite for exhibitions appears to be growing. Nearly 40 million visitors visited the 
Brussels Exhibition to which the word ‘exhibition’ applies in its true sense. The displays of products 
put on by the various trade organizations in Britain are, strictly speaking, trade fairs, the word 
‘exhibition’ being technically reserved for cultural events of longer duration than the normal trade 
fair. But whatever these shows are called there is no doubt that they have become an established 
method of publicizing Britain’s goods to the world. 


The upward trend of attendance figures can be seen in information provided by the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders. 


The S.M.M.T. organize three shows which appeal to both the trade and the layman — the Motor 
Show, the Smithfield Show — both annual events — and the Commercial Motor Show which takes 
place every two years. The attendance figures over the last three years are as follows:

These fairs undoubtedly encourage Britain’s export trade and, incidentally, help to build up 
Britain’s tourist figures. Many foreign businessmen arrange their annual holiday to coincide with 
the particular trade fair which affects their own business. The trade fair organizers are well aware 
of this, and in the case of the motor industry whose exports now account for almost 50 per cent. of 


total production, it is one of the main purposes of the show to encourage and promote this side of 
industry. 


To this end overseas visitors are given special facilities by the organizers. They are admitted 
free of charge on production of their passports, and those overseas visitors who are connected with 
the trade are given a free catalogue, buyer’s guide and badge of identification. They have a comfortably 
furnished lounge available for their exclusive use, staffed by members of the Society’s overseas 
department, and by a corps of interpreters. 


These are typical of the facilities provided at every big trade fair in Britain. These attractions are 
also offered by fair promoters in Europe, in Canada and the United States, but it could be said

that London and Britain itself provide an inherent attraction fo§ 
overseas visitors. It is probably true, too, that the range of trade fain 
and exhibitions now provided throughout the year in Londo, 
Birmingham, Glasgow and other cities in the United Kingdon 
present a more elaborate and comprehensive display of goods frop 
every industry, large and small, than any other country in the world 


Many Ramifications 


The exhibition and trade fair business has many ramifications 
Throughout the year exhibition organizers (there are now somethin 
like a hundred organizations devoted to the task of arranging thee 
shows), are in constant touch with design consultants, haulage con. 
tractors, carpenters, electricians, painters and the many other ancillan 
trades who help to build exhibitions. 


Over the past 10 vears, broadly speaking, fairs arranged fo 
the various industries have tended to occupy more floor space an¢ 
attract more visitors. 


One of the most popular exhibitions (a retail trade fair) is the 
Ideal Home Exhibition organized by the Daily Mail. This magnificen: 
display with its strong appeal to virtually every home in the land 
will this year have a really special attraction in that most of the 
exhibits which were so successfully shown in the British Government 
Pavilion at Brussels (winning a third prize in the intensive competition 
between all nations exhibiting) will be on view, thereby enabling 
thousands who were unable to go to Brussels to see these exquisite 
designed illustrations of the British way of life. 


Britain’s exhibitions’ organizers do not rest on any laurels gathered 
at home. As an immediate case in point the organizers of the current 
National Boat Show (at Olympia) arranged by the Ship and Boa 
Builders National Federation and sponsored by the Daily Expres 
will show (in collaboration with the Board of Trade) a representative 
display of British-built small boats and equipment in Chicago nex 
month (February 6-15) at the Chicago National Boat Show. When it 
is realized that there are estimated to be no less than 10 million smal 
boat owners in the United States (see Board of Trade Fournal, 
December 26, 1958, page 1334) it is easy to see the vast dollar trade 
potential for Britain’s boat builders. 


Visitors from all Countries 


An idea of the wide variety of overseas visitors attending even i 
somewhat specialized show can be gathered from an examination of 
the overseas attendance at the 1958 Cycle and Motor Cycle Show. 


Overseas visitors to the show numbered 748 including 18 represen- 
tatives of export houses in this country. The detailed analysis shows 
that most visitors came from Europe (428) and the Commonwealth

Organized by the Iliffe journal ‘Mechanical 
Handling,’ Iliffes claim that it was not only the biggest of its kind in 
the world, but produced far better results businesswise than on any 
occasion since the exhibition’s inception in 1948. 

This was confirmed in a statement made by Mr. H. A. Collman, 
organizer of the exhibition, who said: ‘I have had many glowing 
commendations on the results from a business point of view, and 
many exhibitors have already asked for double their floor space for the 
next exhibition in 1960.’ 

The exhibition, occupying over half-a-million square feet of space,

This was no doubt responsible for attracting a 
wider representation of overseas visitors than ever before. Buyers 
from over 70 countries passed through the Overseas Reception 
Centre. 


Plans for the New Year 


Ideas for the 1959 exhibitions are many and varied. 


A pantomime ‘transformation scene’ and Queen Victoria’s railway 
coach will be among the special features at the coming Furniture 
Exhibition (to be opened by the President of the Board of Trade, 
Sir David Eccles, at Earls Court, London, January 28 to February 7). 


The theme of the 1959 exhibition is to be ‘new rooms for old’ and 
ways of making a change in the furnishing of the home will be 
illustrated in sets of rooms which will appear and disappear before 
the visitors’ very eyes, by means of huge hoists, counter weights, 
shutters and trick lighting. 

The whole decorative scheme of the 1959 Daily Mail Ideal Home 
Exhibition will be as robustly English in March 1959 as it was 
delicately and colourfully French in 1958. The theme is one of the 
heart of England for, as visitors enter the main entrance they will see 
before them, dominating the East end of the Grand Hail, a large and 
graceful structure built in a style reminiscent of the splendour of 
Blenheim Palace, before which will stand a stately obelisk towering 
above a large fountain. 

As one of the foremost industrial nations in the world Britain is 
able to present at least a score of industries in exhibition form. 
Exhibits range from the heaviest of industrial manufactures such as a 
giant crane reaching to Olympia’s highest roof to an exquisitely 
jewelled snuff box in the Grosvenor House antique dealers Fair.

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Boat Show Demonstrates 


Britain’s Lead in 
Nautical World 


THE FIFTH NATIONAL BOAT SHOW, which opened at Olympia, 
London, on December 31 (closing tomorrow), is bigger and more 
comprehensive than ever. It is claimed by its organizers, the Ship 
and Boat Builders’ National Federation, and by its sponsors, the 
Daily Express, to be the most varied exhibition of its kind in the world. 
As Britain is the world’s leading nautical nation (navies apart), this is 
to be expected, but in the intensive competitive world of today the 
craft and equipment to be seen at the show fully justifies Britain’s 
claim to lead the world in ship and boat building. From every point 
of the compass, Britain’s newest and best boats, engines and marine 
equipment have been assembled for a display which should provide 
excitement for every visitor, British or foreign. 


There are more than 300 small boats of every kind, shown by 
over 250 exhibitors, and the British craftsman who opened the show 
has probably helped more yachtsmen to sail across the ocean than 
any other. He is 76-year-old David Hillyard, whose Littlehampton, 
Sussex, boatyard has produced hundreds of family sailing cruisers 
since he set up in business on his own 45 years ago. In those days 
he was building 8 ft. dinghies for £6. In Lloyd’s ‘Register of Yachts’ 
there are more ‘Hillyards’ than any other craft. Into harbours all 
aver the world they sail . . . ambassadors of the fine traditions of 
British boat-building skill. 

There are several foreign exhibitors —-a Dutch firm is showing a 
plastic motor cruiser and a plastic figurehead; a French firm is showing 
inflatable and folding boats; there are German and Danish canoes; 
and a new Italian-designed twin-hulled motor runabout. In the four 
years since the first boat show was launched by the Daily Express and 
the Ship and Boat Builders’ National Federation, the number of 
visitors has grown from 120,000 to 185,000. 


Many yachtsmen may deplore the pronounced move towards the 
provision of auxiliary engines for even the smallest ‘craft,’ but safety 
and comfort go with this trend. Another trend which may ‘shiver the 
timbers’ of veteran sailors is the increasing manufacture of boats with 
plastic hulls, but their moulding makes possible a more effective 
hydrodynamic construction and reduces surface tension. 


Whatever the salts, old and young, may think about these new 
ideas in boat building, they hold considerable prospects for Britain’s 
export trade. Plastic hulls are not too difficult to produce in quantity 
and there is a rapidly growing market for them in virtually every 
country in the world, but especially in the United States (where there 
is now estimated to be 10 million small boat owners) and in Canada 
with its myriad lakes and rivers. A selection of the exhibits will be 
shown at next month’s Chicago National Boat Show in the British 
Pavilion. 


Plywood in Small Boat Construction 


Space limitations preclude our mentioning more than a selection 
of the many new craft and much new equipment at the show, but 
one of the more interesting new developments is a flat sheet diagonal- 
grain marineply from which round bilge boats can be built. It has 
been developed by ‘Thames Plywood Manufacturers Ltd., of Barking, 
Essex. A 14 ft. Pegasus constructed by the Bell Woodworking Com- 
pany, of Leicester, to an Uffa Fox design from the new material is 
on view. The new bilge boat marineply, known as ‘Bell Diagonal 
Marineply’ (after the Leicester firm) entirely does away with the 
laborious assembly of small strips of veneer or plywood on a mould 
essential until now in the standard method of building round bilge 
boats. 


Sheets of the bilge marineply can be shaped to the designers’ 
ideas without fear of distortion while, since the ply is manufactured 
to conform to the British Standard Institute tests, inequalities of 
workmanship and glueing that can arise through the construction of 
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A Perkins P.4 marine diesel engine shown 
at Olympia powers this Chinese fishing junk 
seen in Hong Kong Harbour. The same com- 
pany have now produced a 1.6 litre marine 
diesel engine which is claimed to be the 
smallest four-stroke marine engine of its power 
in the world. This should have a ready market 
among small fishing craft all over the world. 


a round bilge boat by the narrow strip method are non-existent. 
Labour costs on the construction of a 14 ft. round bilge boat are 
reduced by 75 per cent. by the use of the new diagonal marineply. 
The cost of the expensive mould ts also removed. Uffa Fox has himself 
said of the new material, it is ‘A miracle in plywood.’ 


A New Auxiliary Cruiser 


A new boat on the Fairey Marine Stand is Titania, a shallow 
draught auxiliary cruiser which has been developed from the Atalanta. 
Fairey’s designers have taken the Atalanta’s abilities to sail, beach and 
trail and added more room and more horsepower. The Atalanta’s 
outline has been altered to give a separate saloon, full headroom and 
extra power combined with the usual domestic amenities, hanging 
space, excellent galley and an ample supply of fresh water. 

The rather smaller cockpit is still ample for four and the after 
cabin has two full size quarter berths. The standard engine supplied 
with ‘Titania is a Fairey-marinized Ford 102E motor complete with 
reverse gear, developing 20 b.h.p. at 2,000 r.p.m. with a consumption 
of 1-25 gallons per hour at 7 knots, the standard cruising speed. 


The saloon is fitted with a galley to starboard at the forward end 
complete with a Taylor stove and Calor gas is available as an alternative, 
The fresh water capacity is 24 gallons in two tanks delivered by a 
pump beside the galley over a pull-out sink. Electric cabin and naviga- 
tion lights are provided as standard. To port there is a large hanging 
cupboard and at the after end there are two full size quarter berths 
extending under the forward end of the cockpit. A Simpson Lawrence 
lavatory is fitted behind partial bulk heads at the forward end of the 
fore cabin for which there are two more full size berths. There 1s 
ample locker space below the berth cushions throughout the boat. 

Titania is offered complete, ready for use, at an all-in price (Terylene 


main sail and fore sail as described above) of £2,950 ex works, less 
trailer. 


New Small Marine Diesel Engine 


A new British ‘baby’ 1-6 litre marine diesel engine made by F., 
Perkins Ltd., the Peterborough diesel engine company, is shown for 
the first time. Full-scale production starts early this year. Known as 
the Perkins Four 99 (M) diesel engine, it is believed to be the smallest 
four-stroke inboard marine engine of its power in the world. 


The Four 99 marine engine develops 33 s.h.p. at 3,000 r.p.m. This 
is the maximum continuous rating, and the intermittent rating 1s 
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40 s.h.p. at 3,600 r.p.m. Features include a new type patented com- 


' bustion chamber, specially designed for the smaller size of cylinder 
| and for high speed operation, and a rotary type fuel pump. The engine 


is offered with direct drive or 2:1 reduction and is particularly 
suitable for small single and twin screw cruisers, fast runabouts and 
craft where space is limited and weight of particular importance. 


A 27 ft. fibre glass, twin screw motor cruiser built by Halmatic 


| Ltd., of Portsmouth, fitted with Four 99 engines, with 2 : 1 reduction, 
is stationed at Hammersmith Pier on the Thames for demonstration 


A number of other cruisers 
with this new engine are also at the show. These include a twin screw,

A full range of B.M.C. marine engines is displayed. Altogether 
there are eight units on view. ‘These comprise the Vedette 950 c.c. 
petrol, Navigator 1,500 c.c. petrol or vaporizing oil, Commander 
2-2 litre diesel, and the Commodore 3-4 litre diesel. Here the enthusiast 


' will find a unit to suit most needs, whether it be a 16 ft. launch or a 


heavy-duty sea-going vessel. 
All four units have overhead valves which ensures greater power 
combined with improved fuel economy as well as providing a slimmer 


' unit- an important advantage from the installation point of view. 


Safety features are a major consideration. They include a light 
rust-proof cast-iron sump, a bronze corrosion-proof carburettor with 
fame trap and drip tray and optional magneto ignition on the petrol 
models. These are standard and ensure that these marine engines 
can be operated with complete safety even in the most adverse 
weather conditions. 


Build It Yourself 


The fun of building one’s own sailing dinghy or motor runabout 
is reflected in the great variety of kit boats which are on show. Jack 
Holt, of Putney, presents boats of eight designs, for both amateur 
and professional construction. ‘here will be build-it-yourself run- 
abouts designed for speeds up to 40 m.p.h. 

A new 42 ft. lifeboat is shown by the Royal National Life-Boat 
Institution. The lifeboat, which will be stationed at Aldeburgh, 
Suffolk, after the show, is equipped with radio-telephony, searchlight, 
and a line-throwing pistol. Her speed is over eight knots and she 
carries enough fuel to cover 220 miles at full speed. 

Biggest of all the craft in the show 1s a 56 ft. 10-berth motor cruiser, 
costing over £25,000. The hull is the world’s largest single reinforced 
resin moulding. Among the biggest and fastest high-speed craft is 
a 23 ft. cabin cruiser which can reach 40 m.p.h. At the other end of 
the scale there are £10 dinghies, and a new beach-float kit for home 
construction for only £5 10s. 

New Equipment 

A new idea for underwater sport will be seen — a sub-aqua jet which 
will tow a man under water at a speed of one knot. Costing under 
£130, it gives the skin diver effortless underwater movement for up 
to two hours. 

A lightweight lifejacket is made from a specially developed Terylene 
fabric and packs into a size 9 ins. by 4 ins. by 23 ins., is shown by 
(Air-Sea) Equipment Ltd., of Birkenhead. When fully inflated, it 
will support as much as 28 lbs. — several times the average weight of 
an adult body in water. It can be worn either deflated in its pouch, 
deflated around the neck under a sweater, or inflated around the neck. 
A squeeze to snap the lever from the CO, bottle is all that is required 
to give immediate automatic inflation, or it can be inflated by mouth. 
The jacket always floats at an angle of 45° face upwards and will 
not allow the body to turn over. This type of lifejacket has, over the 
last five years, saved the lives of many yachtsmen and underwater 
swimmers. Actual letters from survivors may be seen on the stand. 

Hawkins & Tipson Ltd., in a comprehensive display of ropes and 
cordage, are offering convincing evidence of the dependability of 
their Marlow 'Terylene ropes. Visitors can see Marlow rope which 
they supplied to the Trans-Antarctic Expedition. Sir Vivian Fuchs, 
leader of the expedition, presented to its makers some of the rope which 
had been put to extreme tests as the expedition’s life-line on many 
ocasions. Equivalent evidence of the endurance of synthetic fibre 
topes and cordage for yachtsmen is in the form of a Marlow Brand 
Terylene plaited sheet 1} ins. circumference which has been in use 
for three seasons on a Dragon and shows no apparent deterioration. 
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Transformation Scene at Furniture 
Exhibition 

‘THE FURNITURE EXHIBITION, 1959, will be opened by the 
President of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, who will be 
accompanied by Lady Eccles. The public section will be held on the 
ground floor at Earls Court from January 28 to February 7. The 
trade section will be held on the first floor from January 28 to 
February 5; it will not be open on Saturday January 31. There will 
be a trade and press preview of both sections on January 26 and 27. 
The organizers are the British Furniture Manufacturers’ Federated 
Associations; ‘The Daily Express are sponsoring the public section. 


The entire Exhibition will consist of 240 exhibitors, occupying 
11 acres. The emphasis will be on ‘Furnishing and Re-furnishing,’ 
the aim being to interest both those who are buying furniture for their 
new homes and re-furnishing their existing homes. The central 
feature of the public section will be a transformation scene by means 
of trick-lighting and pulleys which will show how a room furnished 
in the style of 20 or 30 years ago, and now becoming shabby, can be 
modernized without the furniture being completely changed. This 
feature lasts for about five minutes. 


Also in the public section will be a display with the title ‘Bringing 
Life into the Living Room’; this will include real life in the form of 
tropical fish and caged birds. Other features will be a joint stand by 
the group of furniture manufacturers from High Wycombe, which 
will be behind the central feature, and Queen Victoria’s railway 
coach. Special displays will be mounted by the leading home maga- 
zines. An overseas publicity campaign has been held this year and 
interpreters and an inquiry desk for overseas visitors will be provided. 
Visitors from over 50 countries attended last year’s exhibition.

Also exhibited at the Fair will be cake decorations, lending library 
services, fireworks, food and household paperware, automatic machines, 
calendars, photograph frames, paper patterns, pencils, view and comic 
cards, fancy leather goods, printing outfits, tricks and jokes, eyelets 
for all trades, cash registers, wedding and 21st birthday novelties, 
Christmas wrappings, adhesive tapes, shipfittings, binders, albums, 
printing machines, ballpoint and fountain pens, oil paintings by 
numbers and pegboard fittings. Visitors will be able to watch the manu- 
facture of ballpoint pens and the full-colour printing of greeting cards.

Gold and Convertible Currencies 


The reserves of gold and convertible currencies fell by £52 million 
during the month and stood at £1,096 million on December 31, 1958. 
During the month the equivalent of £70 million was paid in service 
of the North American loans, including the Canadian interest-free 
loan. The equivalent of {£4 million was paid to the European Payments 
Union in respect of the November settlement, and the equivalent of 
£1 million to the creditors of the Union in bilateral settlements. 


Provisional E.P.U. Result 


On the provisional figures for December up to December 27 
inclusive (when the European Payments Union was superseded by 
the European Monetary Agreement) the United Kingdom had a deficit 
of £40 million with the Union (including £2 million of interest on the 
accumulated debit balance). This fall will to be settled in January as 
to 75 per cent. in gold or dollars and as to 25 per cent. by an increase 
in the debt to the Union. 


In making this announcement H.M. Treasury state that as 
a result of the unification of non-resident sterling announced on 
December 27, 1958, and the announcement of convertibility of a num- 
ber of European currencies, the reserves announcement this month, 
and henceforth, will be in respect of gold and convertible currencies 
instead of gold and dollars as previously. A consequence of this is that 
the figures used will now be in pounds sterling and not in U.S. dollars. 


The inclusion of convertible currencies other than United States 
and Canadian dollars in the reserves at the end of December does not 
improve our position by more than an insignificant amount. 


All O.E.E.C. currencies are now convertible except those of Greece, 
Turkey and Iceland. 


United Kingdom Financial Assistance 
to India 


AN AGREEMENT has been concluded between the United Kingdom 
Government and the Government of India regarding the operation 
of the £284m. credit recently granted to India by the United Kingdom 
under Section 3 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949. 


The Agreement was signed in London on December 20, by the 
Indian High Commissioner in the United Kingdom, and the Secretary 
of the Export Credits Guarantee Department acting for the United 
Kingdom Government. 


Note: 


At the end of August a meeting in Washington arranged by the 
International Bank at which the United Kingdom, Canada, Germany, 
Japan and the United States were represented, worked out proposals, 
on certain premises about India’s future policies, for covering her 
foreign exchange deficit up to the end of March, 1959. 


During the visit of the Indian Finance Minister to this country in 
September the Chancellor of the Exchequer discussed with him ar- 
rangements for making available the sum of approximately £38} 
million which the United Kingdom Government had offered to con- 
tribute as part of this general plan. 


Of this it was decided that £10 million should take the form of an 
accelerated payment of the annual instalments due to India in 1962 
and 1963 and part of that due in 1964, in respect of pensions. Letters 
were exchanged with the Government of India on November 15, 
1958, and a Statutory Instrument under the Pensions (India, Pakistan 
and Burma) Act, 1955, was laid before Parliament on November 
25, 1958. 

The balance of the assistance, namely £28} million, was to be in the 
form of a credit under Section 3 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949, 
and the present Agreement marks the satisfactory conclusion of dis- 
cussions with the Government of India regarding the operation of this 
credit.

IT IS PROVISIONALLY estimated that hire purchase and other 
instalment debt for durable goods rose by 7-8 per cent. (about {4 
million) in November compared with a rise of 2 per cent. (£12 million) 
in October and 2 per cent. (£9 million) in November 1957. The debi 
at the end of October was estimated to be £527 million. Household 
goods accounted for rather more than half of the increase and moto 
vehicles for probably most of the remainder.

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Adoption of an International Yard 
and Pound (Ib.) 


Tue Department of Scientific and Industrial Research announced 


on January 1 that the directors of the following standards laboratories: 
Applied Physics Division, National Research Council, Ottawa, 
Canada; Dominion Physical Laboratory, Lower Hutt, New Zealand; 
National Bureau of Standards, Washington, United States; National 
Physical Laboratory, Teddington; the National Physical Research 
Laboratory, Pretoria, South Africa, and the National Standards 
Laboratory, Sydney, Australia, have discussed the existing differences 
between the values assigned to the yard and to the pound in different 
countries. 


To secure identical values for each of these units in precise measure- 
ments for science and technology, it has been agreed to adopt an 
international yard and an international pound having the following 
definitions : 

the international yard equals 0-9144 metre; 
the international pound equals 0-453 592 37 kilogramme. 


It has also been agreed that, unless otherwise required, all non- 
metric calibrations carried out by the above laboratories for science 
and technology on and after July 1, 1959, will be made in terms of the 
international units as defined above or their multiples or sub- 
multiples. 


The new international units conform with the recommendations 
of the Board of Trade Departmental Committee on Weights and 


Measures Legislation (the ‘Hodgson Committee’) but the Board of 


Trade point out that the units will have no statutory force in the 
United Kingdom and may not be used for trade purposes in this 
country. The yard and pound units to be used in trade are the imperial 
units laid down in the Weights and Measures Act, 1878. 


The values of the yard currently in use in the British Common- 
wealth and the United States are as follows when expressed in terms 
of the metre: 

1 imperial standard yard ; 
1 Canadian yard . : , ; 
1 yard as at present used by the National 
Physical Laboratory for science and 
technology, based on the 1922 value of 
the imperial standard yard , . = 0-914 398 41 metre 
1 United States yard . , . = 0-914 401 83 metre 


As the imperial standard yard is about 5 parts per million (0-0002 
inch) less than the United States yard (which is defined in terms of 
the metre) and is shortening at the rate of over one millionth of an 
inch per annum, the consequent discrepancies in measurements of 
length are important in modern precision engineering. 

To give two examples, it is necessary to know the lengths of the 
highest grade block gauges accurately to one part per million, and 
the permissible error on accurate yard scales is 0-0001 inch. Though 
the N.P.L., by using the metre and wavelengths of light and by 
adopting the 1922 value of the imperial standard yard in relation to 
the metre, has been able to stabilize its basis of reference for length 
measurements in terms of the yard and its common submultiples 
for science and technology, unification of the yard standard for these 
purposes in the British Commonwealth and the United States can 
no longer be delayed. 


With regard to the pound, the values currently in use when 
expressed in terms of the kilogramme are: 
1 imperial standard pound . 0-453 592 338 kilogramme 
1 Canadian pound . : . 0-453 592 43 kilogramme 
1 United States pound .. . 0453 592 4277 kilogramme 


There is evidence that the imperial standard pound has diminished 
by about 7 parts in 10 millions since 1846. It is about 2 parts in 
10 millions (0-0014 grain) smaller than the United States and 
Canadian pounds, which are defined in terms of the very closely 
safeguarded international prototype kilogramme. Though the dis- 
crepancy between the pounds is not at present causing any technical 
difficulty the co-existance of independently defined pounds is 
unsatisfactory in science and technology. 

The agreed international values of the yard and the pound fall 
between the existing United States and British units, and the inter- 
national yard, which is the same as the Canadian yard, accords 
exactly with the relationship 1 inch = 25-4 millimetres, which is

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Tariff Reductions for Third 
Countries by Members of the E.E.C. 


THE FOLLOWING statement by the Secretary-General of the 
Council of the European Economic Community has been communi- 
cated to all members of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade: 
_ The President of the Council of the European Economic Community has 
instructed me to communicate to you for your information and the informa- 
tion of the Contracting Parties the following decision taken by the Council of 
the European Economic Community on December 3, 1958. 

Beginning January 1, 1959, the six member States will reduce by 10 per 
cent. their Customs duties which are in excess of the Common External 
Tariff, in respect of industrial products (not including products coming 
under the Treaty constituting the European Coal and Steel Community 
or products in respect of which the reduction as between the six member 
States will not be introduced under the Rome Treaty Provisions), provided, 
however, that such reduction will not bring such duties to a level lower than 
the Common Tariff. 

This reduction will be applicable to the members of the O.E.E.C., the 
members of GATT—subject, in the case of the member States of the 
Community which are applying Article XX XV of the General Agreement to 
certain Contracting Parties, to their availing themselves of the possibility 
of not extending Most-Favoured Nation treatment to such Contracting 
Parties—and to non-GATT members enjoying Most-Favoured-Nation 
treatment. 


The above-mentioned reduction will be provisional and will be valid for 
an indeterminate period. 

As regards agricultural products, the member States will reduce their 
Customs duties by 10 per cent. in the same conditions as in the case of 
industrial products, at least as far as non-liberalized items are concerned. 

The member States do not make this reduction subject to reciprocal 
treatment being granted by third countries; they would, however, welcome 
any similar move on the part of such countries. 

Implementing provisions shall be enacted promptly by each member 
State on the basis of a rough assessment of the Common External ‘Tariff. ’ 

A notice about the action already taken by France to carry out this 
decision, at least in part, from January 1 appears elsewhere in this 
issue (see ‘France: Changes in Customs Duties’ on page 80). 

The reductions so far announced cover only items in Chapters 1-38 
and 40-49; reductions for items in Chapters 39 and 50-99 will be 
considered as soon as the common tariffs are known. 

In the case of Italy it is understood that a Presidential Decree 
giving effect to this decision of the E.E.C. Council has been published 
and that details of tariff reductions should be available in the next few 
days. It is likely that early reductions will affect only the first 38 
Chapters of the Italian Tariff. 

It is understood that the tariff reductions to be made by Western 
Germany will be published shortly. It is thought that these will cover 
some 120 items of foodstuffs (Chapters 1-24). Tariff reductions on 
industrial goods will be made for only about 20 items; this is chiefly 
because Western Germany has reduced many of her industrial tariffs 
on a most-favoured-nation basis, since January 1, 1957, the date from 
which tariff reductions are to be calculated within the European 
Economic Community. 


At the time of going to press the Benelux countries had not yet 
published decrees to give effect to this decision of the E.E.C. Council. 
It is unlikely that the decision will mean many tariff reductions by 
these counrties as much of the Benelux tariff is already below the 
probable level of the future common tariff of the E.E.C. 


Operation of the Treaty of Rome 


THE TREATY OF ROME which establishes the European Economic 
Community of West Germany, France, Italy and the Benelux coun- 
tries (the Six) came into force on January 1, 1958 provides for the first 
steps towards the formation of a Customs Union between these 
countries to be taken on January 1, 1959. The dates incorrectly given 
in the paragraph under this heading in last week’s Board of Trade 
Journal on page 9 should be amended accordingly.

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H.M. Customs and Excise Annual 
Report 


THE ANNUAL REPORT of the Commissioners of H.M. Customs and 
Excise for the year ended March 31, 1958, was published on December 
31 (H.M. Stationery Office - price 9s. 6d. net). Total Customs and 
Excise revenue was £2,152 million — a small increase over last year’s 
figures. Receipts from tobacco, Purchase Tax and the protective 
duties were substantially higher but those from Hydrocarbon oils 
and Entertainments Duty were lower. 


Tobacco. The increase in consumption, which had been halted last 
year, was resumed in 1957-58 and clearances rose by nearly 3 million 
lb. to 241-9 million lb. Duty receipts rose by over £103 million to 
£712-5 million, the largest yield of any single head of revenue ad- 
ministered by the Department. The proportion of Commonwealth 
tobacco again rose to nearly 50 per cent. 


Purchase Tax. Revenue at {494-2 million was £36-4 million above 
the previous year. As Purchase Tax is payable quarterly in arrear, 
the full effect of the 1957 Budget reductions was not reflected in this 
year’s receipts. There were increases in yield from motor vehicles, 
radio and television sets, record players and records. Other consumer 
durables (e.g. domestic gas and electric appliances) shared in the in- 
crease, but receipts from clothing showed little change. 


Hydrocarbon Oils. Revenue dropped by £16 million to £321-8 
million. Consumption of light oils revived very slowly after the end of 
petrol rationing and, although higher than in the previous year 
(when rationing was in force for part of the year), it remained 34 per 
cent. less than in 1955-56. Consumption of derv in goods vehicles 
continued to increase. 


Beer. ‘The consumption of beer at 25-37 bulk barrels was almost 
unchanged from the previous year. Owing to a slight increase in aver- 
age gravity, the revenue rose slightly to £261 million. 


Spirits. Consumption of duty-paid spirits rose from 12-9 to 13:2 
million proof gallons, the revenue increasing by £4 million to £135 
million. Whisky again accounted for most of the increase in revenue. 
Whisky represented nearly 45% and whisky and gin together over 76 
per cent. of consumption of dutiable spirits. The consumption of 
rum and brandy was virtually unchanged from the previous year. 
Exports of whisky rose to 18*1 million proof gallons, mostly to 
North America. 


Wine. Consumption of wine again increased by nearly a million gallons 
to 14-5 million gallons. Receipts were {21-6 million. Light table wines 
were responsible for this increase. Conusmption of heavy wine showed 
a slight drop, but sparkling wine continued its gradual increase. 


British Wine. There was a slight decrease in consumption to 5-4 
million gallons, on which duty was £3-3 million. 


Entertainments Duty. Revenue dropped by £14 million to £26°5 
million. The reduction of duty on cinema admissions and its abolition 
for most other forms of entertainment caused by far the greater part 
of the decrease, but there was also a considerable decline in the num- 


ber of cinema admissions. Price increases later in the year offset this 
to some extent. 


Television Duty. This new duty of {1 a vear on television receiving 
licences yielded (during the eight months of the year when it was effec- 
tive) £6°3 million. 

Pool Betting Duty. The revenue from football and other similar 
pools was again higher than in the previous year, and amounted to 
{22-7 million. The yield from the duty on bets on dog-track totalisa- 
tors dropped back very slightly to £6 million. 


Protective Duties. The revenue from protective import duties showed 
a substantial increase and amounted to £104-3 million compared with 
£90-3 million in 1956-57. Receipts from other revenue duties show little 
variation from previous years’ figures. 

Staffing Cost, Etc. The cost of the Department was £18 million, 
representing 0-84 per cent. of the revenue — 2d. for every £1 collected. 
Staff numbered 15,191 — one official for every £141,000 collected. 
Enforcement. During the year prosecutions resulted in the convic- 
tion of 1,657 persons, 38 of whom were sentenced to terms of imprison- 
ment. Fines amounted to £136,000. Carriers of considerable quantities 
of smuggled watches were again intercepted.

essential drugs and medicines exempt from Purchase Tax under the 
Purchase Tax (No. 2) Order, 1958 (Statutory Instruments 1958, No, 
1495), which is revoked. 

The additional items exempt from tax are as follows: 


Under Head 1 of the Schedule 


The following substances prepared for use in dental surgery: 
Lignocaine, and salts thereof with cetrimide (Lignocaine, 
and salts thereof are already exempt under Head III). 


Under Head II of the Schedule 
Arecoline hydrobromide; 

The exemption for p-n-Butylaminobenzoic (nona-ethylene-. 
glycol methyl ether) ester is extended to include its octa homo.

All drugs and medicines previously exempt under the revoked Order 
remain exempt under the new Order but certain of the drugs now appear 
under the name approved by the British Pharmacopoeia Commission. 


The Order applies to goods which are despatched on sale by regis- 
tered traders to unregistered traders or appropriated to retail trade or 
similar purposes by a registered trader on or after 31st December, 
1958, and to imported goods entered with the Customs or delivered 
from bonded warehouse for home use on or after that date.

{74,000 and prison sentences were imposed on eleven persons con- 
victed of smuggling over 11,000 watches worth nearly £90,000. 
Heavy fines and a prison sentence were imposed in connection with 
the smuggling of mechnical lighters, over 3,000 of which were seized. 
Inquiries into widespread dealings in smuggled cameras resulted in the 
conviction of four persons on whom fines of nearly £4,000 were im- 
posed. In acase of conspiracy to evade Purchase Tax five persons each 
received prison sentences of twelve months. Fifteen persons were 
fined for the use as road fuel of heavy hydrocarbon oil delivered free 
of duty for other purposes. Fines and imprisonment were imposed 
in connection with export control offences and substantial seizures 
were made including a seizure of diamonds worth £40,000, followed 
by imprisonment of the carrier. Currency seized during the course 
of enforcement and confiscated goods together realized £164,000. 


Ls ttees — 
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Sales of Plastics Materials in the 
Third Quarter of 1958 


SALES of plastics materials in the third quarter of this year showed 
some recovery as compared with a year earlier and at 96,700 tons 
were over 3 per cent. above the corresponding period of 1957. The 


high stock build of plastics materials that occurred in the first half

of the year did not continue in the third quarter, but total stock re- 
mained high compared with a year ago. 

Sales of thermosetting materials at 40,200 tons were about the same 
as a year earlier and the production rate also remained about the same. 
Sales of thermoplastic materials, which now account for almost 
60 per cent. of the total sales of plastics materials, at 56,500 tons 
showed an increase of some 6 per cent. on a year earlier. Stocks 


of thermoplastic materials rose slightly during the quarter and the 
_ production rate was some 5 per cent. above a year earlier. 


Exports of all plastics materials in the quarter at 27,500 tons were 
at a high level. Imports at 10,800 tons were the highest quarterly tvtal 
so far recorded. 


The figures in the following table were compiled from returns 
from over 150 firms known to have been manufacturing plastics 
materials, whether for sale of for use in the production of plastic 
goods or incorporation in other goods (e.g. paint) containing plastics 
materials. Firms making cables who manufacture plastics materials 
from purchased resins are excluded. Synthetic materials for use as 
textiles are also excluded. The figures are free of duplication or double 
counting of plastics materials at different stages of production.

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Restitution of Identifiable Property under 
Federal German Legislation 


THE RECENT DECISION of the Supreme Restitution Court for 
Berlin in ORG/A/2024 is of great importance for thousands of 
persecutees who were deprived by the Nazi regime of their property 
outside Germany and whose property was sent to Berlin (including 
East Berlin). 

A Federal Restitution Law, promulgated in 1957, gave the West 
Berlin Restitution Courts the power to order the payment of damages 
where property had been the subject of deprivation outside West 
Germany and then came to Berlin. In cases where the property 
was sent to East Berlin, the Lower German Courts and administrative 
agencies by reading this Law together with the Restitution Order 
have hitherto required claimants to submit proof that at some time 
during the period from 1933 to 1945 the claimant was permanently 
or habitually resident or had his principal place of business in the 
West Sector of Berlin or in West Germany. Thus, a Jewish claimant 
whose furniture was taken away in Paris and sent to East Berlin 
could only proceed with his claim if he could establish the requisite 
qualification as to residence or place of business in West Berlin or 
West Germany. 

The international Supreme Restitution Court for Berlin has now 
decided that where property was the subject of deprivation outside 
West Germany and Berlin and has come into East Berlin, the claim 
for damages in lieu of restitution does not depend upon any resi- 
dential requirement whatsoever and, therefore, that no such proof as 
to residence of place of business as has hitherto been required, need be 
furnished. 


Amendment to International Copyright 
Order 


AN ORDER IN COUNCIL entitled The Copyright (International 
Conventions) (Amendment No. 2) Order, 1958, was published on 
December 30, 1958. Its principal effect is to protect sound recordings 
of Italian origin against unauthorised public performance or broad- 
casting in the United Kingdom. Such recordings had hitherto been 
protected here only against copying. 

The Order, which came into operation on January 1, 1959, also 
formally records a number of recent accessions to both the Brussels 
Copyright Convention and the Universal Copyright Convention.

Universal Postal Convention and Agreements 


THE TEXTS of a new Universal Postal Convention and Agreements 
concerning international parcel post and insured letters and boxes 
are contained in two Command Papers (Cmd. 576 and 586) now 
published. The new Convention and Agreements come into force on 
April 1, 1959; they represent the work of last year’s Postal Union 
Congress which took place in Ottawa, and whose task it was to revise 
the international postal regulations. 


The most important change agreed upon was the setting up of a 
body, of which the United Kingdom forms part, for the study on the 
international plane of problems of postal mechnization, organization, 
and economics. Of particular interest to the United Kingdom is 
the fact that, for the first time, this country signed the Universal 
Postal Union Parcel Post Agreement. Hitherto, the parcel post 
services from this country have been conducted on the basis of bi- 
lateral treaties, although these have taken the Postal Union Agreement 
as their model. 

From the public’s point of view, the changes involved under the 
new arrangements are of a minor character, but details of some tech- 
nical changes, for example in the limits of size and weight of certain 
postal packets, will be announced before they are introduced on April 1. 


Parcel Post Service to the Yukon 


THE POST OFFICE announce that the restriction during the winter 
season on the parcel post service to the Yukon has been lifted. 


D.S.1.R. and Building Research 


THE LORD PRESIDENT of the Council and the Minister of Works 
have decided that the Department of Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search should in future be the only Government Department with 
responsibility for Building Research. Hitherto the Ministry of Works 
has shared this responsibility through the Advisory Council on Building 
Research and Development. This Council, which was set up in 1947, 
and has made a most valuable contribution to the whole field of build- 
ing research, will therefore not be continued after its present two year 
period expires in March, 1959. 


To ensure continuity of the important work previously undertaken 
by the Advisory Council, the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research will invite the various sections of the building industry 
to nominate representatives to a ‘Standing Conference on Building 
Research and Development’. The terms of reference and further de- 
tails of the operation of thi: Standing Conference will be announced 


later by the D.S.1.R. 


The Ministry of Works will continue to provide the present service 
of Advisory Leaflets, Lectures and the Technical Information Service.

Dairy Produce 


Milk production in many dairying countries continued to increase 
faster than liquid consumption in 1957, thereby releasing more milk 
for manufacture, according to ‘Dairy Produce,’* a review issued 
recently by the Commonwealth Economic Committee.

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Power Development in Pakistan 


by D. G. R. Bentliff, United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Pakistan 


The following article describes Pakistan’s programme for electric power development and the good prospects offered for the supply of 
plant and equipment from the United Kingdom.

PAKISTAN IS a country of relatively few natural resources. Her 
mineral wealth is sparse; she has yet to find oil in the quantities she 
needs. Her greatest asset is agriculture but she cannot feed herself, 
far less others, and even in the last two years when there have been 
no devastating natural calamities to account for it, food grains have 
had to be imported on a massive scale. Her annual per capita income 
is very low although it has risen slightly since 1947 and now stands 
at about £19. Her population, which is large (about 76 million in 
1951), is increasing by about one million a year. Upon independence 
in 1947 she inherited only about 7 per cent. of the industries of 
undivided India and although industry has expanded greatly since 
(it showed a fourfold increase between 1950 and 1957), it is still 
relatively small and undeveloped. Moreover, in the absence of natural 
resources it depends very greatly on imports and a shortage of foreign 
exchange has recently seriously hindered its growth. Foreign exchange 
earnings depend very largely on exports of two cash crops, jute and 
cotton. In recent years there has been a deficit on current account 
in the balance of payment and a concomitant dwindling of foreign 


exchange reserves, neither of which at present shows any sign of 
ending. 


Power for Agriculture 


Pakistan therefore has had to face a difficult and unpromising 
economic situation. A key to its solution has been the provision of 
power, power for industries, a self-evident requirement, and no less 
important for agriculture. In West Pakistan 75,000 acres of land are 


reckoned to be going out of production each year owing to salinity 
and water logging. To arrest this alarming loss of fertile land and 
bring back into production the land that has lost its fertility, power 
for tube wells is needed on a large scale. In addition, tube wells are 
needed for irrigation in West Pakistan, an area where rainfall is 
inadequate, and power is necessary for draining flooded land in East 
Pakistan where there is often too much instead of too little water. 

The authorities have tackled the problem of power. In 194) 
Pakistan’s total installed capacity was 111,400 kW.: in 1957 it had 
risen to 439,000 kW. New power projects are under way to increase 
this capacity by about 400,000 kW. by 1960, and a number of schemes 
are afoot to increase capacity substantially after that date. 
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Hydro-Electric: Pakistan’s main natural power resources so far J 
discovered are hydro-electric and natural gas. In 1948 hydro-electric F 


power played a relatively small part, 10,700 kW., in the electricity 
supply of a total installed capacity of 110,400 kW. However, by 1955 


capacity in undertakings apart from industry to about 49 per cent. 
The proportion will rise in the future. In East Pakistan a hydro- 
electric station of initially 80,000 kW., with a possible extension to 
160,000 kW., represents the limit of the economically exploitable 
hydro-electric power in that wing of the country. In West Pakistan 
hydro-electric power of about 500,000 kW. capacity is under con- 
struction or projected, and some authorities consider that in the 
north of West Pakistan there is great scope for further hydro-electric 
development. 


Natural Gas: In 1958 natural gas supplies have been running at 
the rate of 18,000 million cubic feet, of which the Sui Gas Field in 
West Pakistan has provided 14,000 million cubic feet. This field was 
discovered in 1952. Its resources have been calculated at 4,000,000 
million cubic feet. Gas has been piped from the field to Karachi for 
the use of the power stations there and for industry. A second pipeline 
to Multan has just been completed to serve industry and a 140,000 kW. 
thermal station that is under construction there. It is proposed to 
extend the pipeline later to Lahore, the biggest centre of industry 
in Pakistan. It is hoped that by 1960 Sui gas will give the heat 
equivalent of 200 million gallons of oil. Natural gas has also been 
found at Sylhet in East Pakistan, where it will be used to run a 
fertilizer factory. 


Coal: There are coal fields in Pakistan but the coal produced from 
them has limited uses. Its main uses are in brick kilns, cement 
factories, cotton ginning factories, and some light railway locomotives. 
It is possible to use the coal in boiler plants if suitable firing arrange- 
ments are made and consideration is being given to extending its use 
in this way. Output has risen gradually from about 250,000 tons in 
1948 to 640,000 tons in 1957. Imports have remained fairly constant 
at between 1 million and 1-3 million tons in the period 1950 to 1955. 
All the coal fields so far discovered are in West Pakistan but deposits 
of lignite have been found in East Pakistan. The possibilities of using 
it have not yet been fully explored. 


Peat: Extensive deposits of peat have been surveyed in East 
Pakistan and expert advice has been sought on the uses to which 
this peat might be put. According to recent reports there is a chance 
that it might be possible to produce coke from the peat. 


Oil: Pakistan depends heavily on fuel oil for power and most 
of the oil she uses has to be imported. Oil is produced from a few 
fields in West Pakistan but an ever-increasing amount has to be 
obtained overseas, and this is so despite the increased use of Sui gas 
to replace furnace oil. Eight oil companies are prospecting in Pakistan 
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but so far their explorations have been unrewarded except for the 
discovery of the Sui and Sylhet Gas Fields. There is only one refinery 
in the country and that refines the products from the crude oil 
mined in West Pakistan. The Government are considering building 
a refinery at Karachi to refine 1:5 million tons of imported crude oil. 

Nuclear Fuels: So far neither exploitable uranium nor thorium 
has been found in Pakistan that could be used for nuclear power. 


Estimated Requirements 

Pakistan’s industry has been growing at a rapid rate over the 
last few years. Its share of the national income has risen from about 
6-9 per cent. in 1950 to about 11-3 per cent. in 1957, and the index 
of manufacturing industries shows a fourfold increase over the period 
1950-1957. At the present time the extent of new investment in 
industry is uncertain; it may be necessary to consolidate what already 
exists and to channel more investment into developing agriculture 
where, as indicated earlier, there will nevertheless be a great demand 
for electrical energy. A great deal of work is being done in West 
Pakistan to solve the twin problems of salinity and water logging. 
The United States Authorities are given assistance through the 
[International Co-operation Administration to the Ground Water 
Survey Project and the provision of tube wells. As stated earlier, a 
large amount of power will be needed as the fight against salinity and 
water logging gets going. The Rasul project of 22 mW. capacity was 
originally, i.e. before partition, intended to supply power for this 
purpose but has had to be diverted to the general public supply 
because, When completed in 1952, Pakistan no longer had power 
available from a station that was by then in India, but before 1947 
had been counted on to provide the necessary energy. However, 


| the Chichoki, Gujranwala and Shadiwal hydro-electric projects with 


a total capacity of about 36 mW. should, by 1959 and 1960, be 
supplying power that is designed for operating tube wells. 

It is always difficult to give any reliable figures for future require- 
ments especially in a country such as Pakistan where planning has to 
be based on future receipts of substantial foreign aid and investment 
that may not always be forthcoming in the event. Some sort of forecast 
must of course be made and experts have estimated that requirements 
will rise from 553 mW. in 1955 to 804 mW. in 1960, 1,180 mW. in 
1965, 1,400 mW. in 1970 and 1,913 mW. in 1975. Under the current 
Five-Year Plan the aim is to raise the actual installed capacity in 1955 
of 342 mW. to about 850 mW. in 1960. 


In East Pakistan there are currently under construction projects 
whose total installed capacity amounts to 154 mW. These consist of 
the hydro-electric project at Karnaphuli, due to be completed by 1961 
and of an installed capacity of 80,000 kW., and four thermal stations 
of a total installed capacity of 74 mW. to be completed within the 
next few years. In West Pakistan four hydro-electric projects with a 
total installed capacity of about 200 mW. are under construction and 
a thermal station at Multan of about 140 mW. All these projects 
should reach completion by, or shortly after, 1960. 


Future Plans 


In East Pakistan at the moment there are only two schemes for 
increasing power. The first is the extension of the Karnaphuli project. 
Its capacity would be doubled giving it a total capacity of 160 mW. 
The second is a scheme for using the Sylhet natural gas field. As 
mentioned earlier a fertilizer factory is to be constructed to use the gas. 
It will be powered by a thermal station of an installed capacity of 
30 mW. Work has not yet started on this project but it is hoped to do 
so shortly and to complete it by the beginning of 1961. 


In West Pakistan, excluding Karachi, extensions are proposed to 
the Warsak Multi-Purpose Project (to be completed in 1960 with an 
installed capacity of 160 mW. with the help of generous Canadian aid, 
$18-4 million to meet foreign exchange requirements and the rupee 
equivalent of $10 million towards rupee costs). The extension would 
be two more units of 40 mW. each in addition to the four units of that 
capacity now under construction. Extensions are also proposed to the 
thermal stations at Multan and Hyderabad. The Multan station, 
based on Sui gas, is due to be completed in 1960 with a total installed 
capacity of about 140 mW. The extension to it proposed is of 32 mW. 
At Hyderabad an additional 7,500 kW. set is proposed. An additional 
30 mW. station at Sukkur has been under consideration and it is 
believed that work on it may begin in 1959. In addition to these im- 
portant extensions to the installed capacity of existing stations 
or stations already under construction there is the Mangla multi- 
purpose project. This is a vast undertaking expected to provide

In East Pakistan the power provided by the Karnaphuli station in 
1961 and the projected extension to it should meet the requirements 
of the East wing until well on into the 1960s. In West Pakistan it is 
thought that projects under construction should meet requirements 
until about 1962. Thereafter, the extensions to the Warsak and 


' Multan stations should enable requirements to be met until about 


1967 and if Mangla is completed in the late 1960s, requirements 


' should be satisfied until the early 1970s. 


' Transmission Lines 


In West Pakistan there is a small grid in the north of the country 
centred on Lahore which is linked with Lyallpur, Rawalpindi and two 
hydro-electric stations of 40 mW. each. A much bigger grid is needed 
to make use of the various power projects which will be completed 
within the next few years. It is therefore planned to provide a much 
larger northern grid designed at its southernmost point to link Multan 
(where the 140 mW. thermal station based on Sui gas will operate), 
with Lyallpur, Lahore and Warsak in the north where the 160 mW. 
station should be completed by 1960. A 220 kV. line of 136 miles in 
length between Multan and Lyallpur (which is already linked to 
Lahore) should be completed next year. A 132 kV. line between Warsak 
and Lyallpur, a distance of 239 miles, is due for completion by 1960. 
Further transmission lines are due for completion about the same date 
and a transmission line between Mangla and Lyallpur of 380 kV. is 
proposed for completion in the late 1960s. Separate grids are planned 
for the Hyderabad and Karachi areas. 
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A section of the textile mill in Khawpur which is equipped 
throughout with the General Electric Company’s motors. 


In East Pakistan there are transmission lines between Dacca, the 
capital, the thermal station at Siddirganj, and the port of Narayanganj, 
the centre of the jute trade. A 132 kV. double circuit transmission 
line between Siddirganj and the port of Chittagong, a distance of 
about 145 miles is under construction. A continuation of this line to 
the Karnaphuli station about another 30 miles from Chittagong is 
likely soon, as is another line of 66 kV. from Siddirganj to the neigh- 
bouring towns of Kaliganj and Tongi, in all about 30 miles in length.

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electricity is mainly carried out by the provincial governments who 
took over most of the existing private companies after partition in 
1947. There are four large private electricity undertakings which 
supply Karachi, Multan, Rawalpindi and Dacca. The extension of the 
generating capacity and distribution networks of these private com- 
panies is carried out in consultation with the Government. The Central 
Government plays a co-ordinating role in the overall development of 
electrical power through the Central Engineering Authority which is 
responsible for rationalizing production and improving electrical 
supply, planning and regulating the development of electricity. In 
East Pakistan, power development has been carried out so far through 
three main agencies, the Provincial Electricity Directorate, the 
Irrigation Directorate, and the Pakistan Industrial Development Cor- 
poration. The P.I.D.C. has been responsible for power development 
in connection with industrial projects where individual generating 
stations were necessary. The Irrigation Directorate has been res- 
ponsible for the Karnaphuli multi-purpose project and the power 
station of 10 mW. capacity for the Ganges Kobadak irrigation project. 
Co-ordination of the two Directorates has been under consideration. 
A report has now appeared that the Central Government are consider- 
ing setting up a Water and Power Development Authority in East 
Pakistan to co-ordinate and possibly take over all water and power 
development projects in the area. 

The West Pakistan Water and Power Development Authority 
was established in 1958. Its functions are, among others, to plan 
for the development and use of water and power resources in West 
Pakistan on a unified and multi-purpose basis, and to plan for the 
generation, transmission and distribution of power and the construc- 
tion, maintenance and operation of power stations and grids. The 
Authority is in its early stages and so far has had little chance to show 
its paces. Recently, however, it has taken over the Hyderabad thermal 
grid scheme and a hydro-electric project at Gujranwala. The 
Gujranwala project, which is to have a capacity of 13 mW., should be 
in operation by the end of 1959. The Authority will probably take 
over the various power projects of the Pakistan Industrial Develop- 
ment Corporation in West Pakistan as well as all other power stations 
apart from those owned by individual factories: it is also most probable 
that they will take over the Mangla project. There is, in addition, 
a strong possibility that they will take over primary transmission of 
electricity and possibly secondary transmission too. It is believed 
that the Authority will not take over the distribution of Sui Gas. 

From the account given above it can be seen that there are good 
prospects for the supply of plant and equipment for power projects. 
Pakistan herself produces little of them. In the past the United 
Kingdom has done much in this field and can do a great deal in the 
future. Competition, however, from other countries is strong and the 
United Kingdom is no longer predominant. The generators for the 
30 mW. Karachi ‘B’ power station (completed in 1956) went to a 
foreign competitor, as did most of the equipment for the 160 mW. 
Warsak project. More seriously, in the case of the 140 mW. Multan 
station, there appeared to be a lack of interest on the part of British 
manufacturers in tendering for the boilers and turbo-alternators, and 
this aroused unfavourable comment among Pakistanis: a British firm 
did, however, secure a £100,000 order for two 85 kV. transformers for 
the station, the largest in Pakistan. A determined effort is needed to 
get orders in Pakistan with close attention to prices, delivery dates, 
and terms of payment. 

Competition is keen from other countries and the Pakistan 
authorities, with little foreign exchange, look very critically at these 
aspects of a tender; firm prices, if they can be quoted, are an asset. 
If competitors from elsewhere can quote lower prices, better delivery 
dates and/or better credit terms, they will get the orders. It would be a 
great pity if this were to happen. Fortunately there is no reason why 
it should. British manufacturers have a long-standing reputation in 
Pakistan and strong links with the country, and provided they take 
care to meet the conditions mentioned above and go all-out to win 
orders, there is no reason why they should not provide a large part of 
Pakistan’s power needs over the coming years.

ITALY 
Liberalization of Butter 


UNDER THE PROVISIONS of an Italian Ministerial Decree dated 
December 4, 1958, which entered into force on December 6, 1958, the 
importation of ‘butter, fresh or salted, even melted’ (Italian Customs 
Tariff No. 30) from countries of the European Payments Union and 
assimilated countries has been liberalized and will not be subject to 
import licensing. 

The Italian Minister of Foreign Trade may suspend the importa- 
tion of this item whenever the price of best quality butter (burro di 
affioramento) falls below 750 lire per kilogram during the period 
November 1-April 30 and below 650 lire per kilogram during the 
period May 1-October 31. 


NORWAY 
New Customs Tariff 


A REVISED TARIFF has been approved by the Norwegian Parlia- 
ment and entered into force on January 1, 1959. The principal changes 
in the new tariff are a re-classification of the items in accordance with 
the internationally agreed Brussels Nomenclature. 


The new rates of duty involve little change in the average level of 
the tariff but minor increases and decreases have been made in a few 
rates; in some instances ad valorem rates of duty have been introduced 
in place of the previously existing specific rates. 

No English version of the tariff has been published. The Norwegian 
text is, however, available for inspection in the Export Services Branch, 
Tariff Section, Room 724, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, 
W.C.1. to whom all inquiries should be addressed, in the first 
instance.

Turnover Tax on Imported Goods 


| THE SWISS FEDERAL DEPARTMENT of Finance and Customs has 


published an Order, dated November 29, 1958, under the provisions 
of which the rates of turnover tax to be charged on a wide range of 
imported goods have been amended with effect from January 1, 1959. 


Under the provisions of a further Order published by the Swiss 
Federal Department of Finance and Customs on November 29, 1958, 
the turnover tax on imported beer is fixed at 2-7 per cent. of the value 
of the goods franco frontier including customs duties and other fiscal 
dues and for processed tobacco the tax is fixed at 5-4 per cent. of the 
value of the goods franco frontier, without customs duties, with effect 
from January 1, 1959.

Payment for Goods Originating in 
Other Countries 


EXPORTERS MAY wish to know that in general the Austrian author- 
ities do not grant permission for payment to be made to the United 
Kingdom in respect of goods originating in countries with which 
Austria has a bilateral trade agreement. These include Poland, 
Bulgaria, Roumania, Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia, Hungary and the 
U.S.S.R. 


If British merchants sell goods of such origin to Austria, they 
should first of all assure themselves that their buyer is aware of the 
origin of the goods and has obtained the necessary clearance from 
the Austrian National Bank. 


Customs Duty on Gas Pressure 
Cylinders Suspended 


THE IRISH REPUBLIC Revenue Commissioners announce that 
the Government have made an Order entitled the Imposition of 
Duties (Gas Pressure Cylinders) Order, 1958. The effect of the Order, 
which came into operation on December 19, is to suspend the customs 
duty on gas pressure cylinders (ex Tariff Ref. No. 126/10) imported 
during the period commencing December 19, 1958, and ending on

Regulations Under Monopolistic Conditions 
Act, 1955 for Sale of Groceries 


GOVERNMENT NOTICE No. 1839, published in the Union of South 
Africa Government Gazette of December 5, 1958, prescribes, in the 
terms of the regulations to the Monopolistic Conditions Act, 1955, 
rules relating to the sale of groceries by dealers in the Union. These 


- rules, as listed below, will apply to imported as well as locally produced 


groceries sold in the Union, and United Kingdom manufacturers 
having their own sales organizations in the Union should ensure that 
the latter comply with them: 


1. Any dealer in groceries in the Union of South Africa who is a party to 
an agreement, arrangement or understanding or applies a business prac- 
tice or method of trading or commits any act or brings about any situation 
whereby — 

(i) asupplier or group of suppliers of groceries is directly or indirectly 
informed of the names of dealers with the object of indicating to 
such a supplier or group of suppliers those to whom he/they may 
sell or may not sell; 

(ii) dealers m groceries are directly or indirectly informed of the prices 
or trade discounts or profit margins to be anplied or maintanied in 
respect of any particular item of groceries; 


(iii) collective negotiations are conducted with a supplier or group of 
suppliers in regard to prices or trade discounts; 
(iv) dealers in groceries are directly or indirectly requested, or it is sug- 


gested to such dealers, not to purchase the products of a particular 
supplier or group of suppliers; or 

(v) the purchase and sale of groceries is mutually restricted to the parties 
to the agreement, arrangement or understanding, 


is hereby required to cease to be a party to such agreement, arrangement or 
understanding or to discontinue such a business practice or method of trad- 
ing or to cease to commit such an act or to bring about such a situation as 
from a day six weeks after the date of publication of this notice. 

2. As from a day six weeks after the date of publication of this notice, 
no person who is a dealer in groceries in the Union of South Africa, shall 
be a party to an agreement, arrangement or understanding, or apply a busi- 
ness practice or method of trading, or commit any act, or bring about any 
situation, specified in paragraph 1 of this notice. 

3. The terms of this notice shall not apply to trading in sugar nor affect 
the right of manufacturers of groceries to apply individual resale price 
maintenance.

Import Licensing Quotas 


IT IS UNDERSTOOD that on November 25 the Sudanese Council of 
Ministers agreed in principle to the setting up of a Committee to 
examine applications for import licences. The members of this 
Committee are to be appointed by the Acting Director of the Ministry 
of Commerce, Industry and Supply, and will be drawn from this 
Ministry, the Ministry of Finance and Economics (one each), two 
representatives from the Armed Forces and two from the Sudan 
Chamber of Commerce. 

According to reports, this new Committee is to consider an import 
quota system, make recommendations for the issue of import licences, 
and look into the question of export policy. 

No further information is available at the moment except that the 
Sudanese Ministry of Commerce, Industry and Supply issued Press 
Notice No. 876 on December 17 inviting applications for import 
licences for dried figs, raisins, sultanas, currants and apricot paste. 

Although so far as United Kingdom trade is concerned, this ts 
probably mainly of academic interest, it is, however, worth noting 
that for the first time since the import licensing restrictions were 
imposed in April 1958, a definite quota has been published and the 
basis on which licences will be granted to individual importers has 
been clearly stated.

Caustic Soda and Bleaching Powder Industry (No. 32 (2) - 
T.R./58, dated November 29, 1958.) The Government accepted, 
inter alia, the recommendations that (1) The protective duties on 
caustic soda, both solid and other sorts, should be retained at existing 
rates of 30 per cent. ad valorem (preferential) and 40 per cent. ad 
calorem (standard) as long as the tariff value of Rs. 28 per cwt. on 
solid caustic soda and Rs. 45 per cwt. on caustic soda of other sorts 

is retained. If a change in tariff values is effected in the future, the 
protective duties should be correspondingly altered. Protection to 
the caustic soda industry should be continued for a further period of 
three years, that is till December 31, 1961, and (2) Protection granted 
to the bleaching powder industry including bleaching paste should 
be discontinued after December 31, 1958, and the quantum of revenue 
duty on the products may be fixed according to fiscal considerations. 


PAKISTAN 


Remittances of Foreign Exchange Against 
Imports into Pakistan 


THE FOLLOWING NOTICE was issued by the State Bank of 
Pakistan on December 31, 1958: 


‘Under the existing regulations foreign exchange against imports 
into Pakistan could be remitted by the authorized dealers direct with- 
out obtaining the prior permission of the State Bank of Pakistan, 
provided the import was covered by a valid import licence. It has now 
been decided that, with immediate effect, no remittance shall be made 
by the authorized dealers against imports into Pakistan unless the 
letters of credit covering such imports are opened with the prior 
permission of the State Bank of Pakistan, or the importer has obtained 
the prior permission of the State Bank in case of imports without 
letter of credit. These instructions do not apply to goods imported 
under : 


(i) Sub-authorizations issued under the I.C.A. programme; 
(ii) Invested licences; 
(iii) ILM.G. programme permits; and 
(iv) Rupee payment licences. 
Letters of credit opened before December 31, 1958, will remain 
unaffected, and remittances against them will be made without 
reference to the State Bank’. 


Suspension of Unused Import Licences 


THE FOLLOWING NOTICE was issued by the Ministry of Commerce 
in Karachi on December 31, 1958: 


‘In order to ascertain the extent of liability of foreign exchange 
expenditure on licences not utilized in full or in part up to December 
31, 1958, it is notified for general information that after this date until 
further orders no such licence, other than a sub-authorization, 
investment licence, I.M.G. programme permit and rupee payment 
licence, shall be valid for opening a letter of credit or, where imports 
ire normally effected on other than L/C basis, for concluding fresh 
transactions. Holders of such un-utilized or part utilized licences are 
hereby required to furnish information in the proforma given below. 


1, Name, address and registration number of the importer. 
2. Item/industry for which the licence was issued. 

3. Period up to which the licence is valid. 

4. Value of the licence. 

5. Area of validity of the licence. 

6. Value for which letters of credit have not yet been opened. 
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Importers doing regular business on other than letter of credit basis 
should state value not yet remitted: 


(a) Against shipments effected up to December 31, 1958. 
(b) Against transactions concluded up to December 31, 1958, but 
shipments not effected. 


Such importers should furnish (a) the shipping documents, and 
(b) documents establishing the transactions concluded up to December 
31, 1958.’ 


The importers concerned are required to submit the required 
information to the Karachi office of the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports by January 15, 1959. 


Import Control on Goods for Personal 
Use and Gift Parcels 


A GOVERNMENT OF PAKISTAN Press Handout, E. No. 6679, of 
November 24, announces that the Government has decided that the 
import of goods for personal use up to the c. and f. value of Rs. 150/-/- 
will henceforth be restricted to books, magazines and medicines only. 


Hitherto import of gifts by parcel post have been allowed but this 
will no longer be permissible. Gift parcels will no longer be covered 
by this exception clause and therefore they will need an import permit 
from the Import Control authorities before clearance is allowed. 


Commonwealth Share of Fruit Exports 


While the 1957 world exports of canned and dried fruits and fruit 
juices all showed some decline from the previous year’s comparatively 
high levels, world exports of fresh fruit during the year rose by 11 per 
cent. and easily created a new record. This is shown in the Common- 
wealth Economic Committee’s annual review ‘Fruit’ (H.M.S.O. 5s., 
by post 5s. 9d.). It reports that Commonwealth exports of fresh fruit 
continued their upward trend, and with preserved fruit supplies from 
Commonwealth countries also at a high level, the Commonwealth 
share of world trade, in terms of fresh fruit, was almost 14 million 
tons, or about 13 per cent. of the total, the same proportion as in 1956. 

Imports into the United Kingdom in 1957 were larger than in the 
previous year except for canned fruit, the 1956 imports of which were 
the highest ever recorded. Furthermore, supplies from Common- 
wealth sources accounted in each case for an increased proportion of 
the total, their share being nearly 74 per cent. for canned fruit, 56 per 
cent. for fresh fruit, 51 per cent. for fruit juices and 29 per cent. for 
dried raisins and currants. 


While present United Kingdom imports of dried fruit continue to 
be lower than before the war, imports of canned fruit have regained 
their pre-war level and those of fruit juices have nearly trebled. In 
consequence, with some increase also in domestic production, the 
United Kingdom consumption of processed fruits, including juices, 
has shown some increase and amounted in 1957, in fresh fruit equiva- 
lent, to nearly 52 lb. per head of the population as against under 46 lb. 
per head on average in 1934-38. 


This, however, has been offset by a lower consumption of fresh 
fruit, the report states, the 1957 per capita figure for which was only 
70 Ib. compared with over 78 lb. pre-war. The decline can be attributed 
almost solely to the smaller post-war imports of citrus fruit; the 
reduced imports of apples from North America have been offset by 
increased home production. The total supply figure of 122 Ib. per 
head for the United Kingdom is lower than in most other European 
countries, where supplies generally are now appreciably greater than 
before the war, and only about two-thirds of that in Canada and the 
United States, where processed fruit consumption, in terms of fresh 
fruit, has doubled.

New British Standards

Fire tests on building materials and structures (B.S.476: Part 
3 — External fire exposure roof tests) 


Internal fire, it has long been realized, is not the only fire hazard 
to which a building is vulnerable. Parts of its structure (particularly 
the roof materials) can be affected by fire of sufficient intensity in an 
adjacent building, even if a road separates the two premises. 


Hence the importance of this new publication with its test for as- 
sessing the degree of hazard of various roof constructions when ex- 
posed to external fire conditions. The test is developed around an 
apparatus in which typical specimens of the external cladding and un- 
der-structure of the roof are exposed to heat radiation. The specimens 
are first subjected to a modified test, to avoid waste of time on unsuita- 
ble materials; specimens which pass this test are then subjected to the 
full test for both penetration and spread of flame. 


On the basis of their test results, specimens are allocated designatory 
letters (e.g. specimens which have not been penetrated within 1 
hour and which have permitted no spread of flame, would be desig- 
nated ‘AA’. The designatory letters can be used by manufacturers 
for marking their materials. Price 4s. 


Tyres for crane rail wheels 

A worthwhile reduction in the cost of stocking replacement tyres 
for crane rail wheels can result from the application of B.S.3037 — 
an 11-page illustrated publication whose purpose is‘to limit the range 
of tyres for crane rail wheels, and to standardize dimensions and toleran- 
ces.’ Prepared by a B.S.I. committee of experts, the publication is 
the first of what it is hoped will become a series on data for certain 
crane components (including further types of tyre). 


The size range of the double-flanged tyres extends from 18 in.
